Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

4. Claim 10 is allowed because prior art fails to show an apparatus for generation 
of high-energy terahertz radiation comprisinq: 

a source effective to produce optical radiation; and 

a semiconductor substrate having a refractive index, n, and a photo-generated 
dipole generated upon interaction with the optical radiation, the photo-generated 
dipole oriented to radiate terahertz radiation having power at least about n 2 times 
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higher than the power of the terahertz radiation radiated by a photo-generated dipole 
which is not so oriented; and 

a structure of a polytetrafluoroethylene base with an InAs film forming a grating 
on the surface of the semiconductor substrate. 

5. Claims 11-15 are allowed by virtue of their dependency upon allowed claim 1 .
